province of Transylvania. 
Hitler previously has expressed 
a stern wish to keep the flam es of 
the main European conflict from 
spreading to the so-called "Balkan 
powder k e g ’’ For two reasons; 
1.—To ensure the uninterrupted 
flow of vital oil and food supplies 
from Rumania and Hungary to Ger­ 
many for the battle against Britain 
2.—To permit Germany to con­ 
centrate on Britain alone without 
having to divert troops by taking 
sides in a back-door conflict in 
southeast Europe. 
Border Clash Investigated

A communique said th at this la 
not the first tim e that Britain had

to

colonies In Africa, referring to a 
British offer of protection for all 
parts of the French empire which 
sided with her after F ran ce’s arm ­ 
istice with G erm any and Italy. 
The communique also referred to 
British offers to make Britain and 
France one country, with common 
citisenshlp. 
This, the communique said. is

ests. 
The rebellious situation arose in 
French E ast Africa, the announce­ 
m ent w ent on. when the military 
governor of the Chad region, Col.

/'"\N L\ a few days’remaln in which to prepare new 
LZ scholars for entering the public achool system. 
Details to be covered in a final checkup include the 
following: 
The new scholar’s ryes must be given a once over- 
to make sure he is not suffering from astigmatism, 
fur or short sightedness, which might flunk him on 
blocks and sandpile* at the outset of his academia 
career. 
His teeth must he exposed to expert scrutiny, and 
probed for possible sign* of disorders which later 
might cause him unnecessary trouble and interfere 
with learning to spot the word* cat and rat. 
His tonsil#, adenoids and ear# also must he exam­ 
ined lest they cause trouble in the midst of hi* first 
earnest application# to the mysteries of book learn­ 
ing and set him back, perhaps marring his whole 
life. 
Shoes must be made ready for his first entrance 
into mixed society on a five-day week basis, which 
means he must have one reasonably neat pair for 
the first few weeks, that provisions must he made 
later on for something suitable for winter, that rub­ 
bers and galoshes must he provided.

We found on the fighting front, 
too, that soldiers from primitive 
races couldn’t stand the terrors of 
modern warfare.

This m eans that all the fears and 
hates and m ental anquish which 
grow out of wars are imposed on 
the general publics—upon the non­ 
belligerents 
of

populations. 
This Is vastly important, for upon 
the morale of these non b ellig er­ 
ents— the women and children and 
men not attached to military tasks 
—depends the support, both moral 
and material, which is given to the 
fighting force. 
A soldier reflects the mental re. 
actions of his family like * mirror. 
The old K aiser’s men finally fal­ 
tered in the World war when their 
women folk and babies faced s ta r­ 
vation. 
Naturally, too. much depends on 
the purpose of the war — upon 
whether the public and the fighting 
force have th eir hearts In the pro­ 
ject. The fall of Prance was due 
in no small part to Its lack of reali­ 
zation of th e extent of the threat 
to the em pire and the home. 
Britain likely was saved a similar 
fate by the English channel which 
imposed a barrier to the onrushing 
Nazis.
